' Principles stated in Operations' Memorandum No. 2. 

.liaison contacts must be based upon the func- 
tiohal structure of CIG as a whole and must be confined 
to matters that are clearly included in the functions 
of eeoh CIG office. Contacts regarding matters which 
while of admitted interest to an office, but yet fall 
into the functional province* of another CIG offico 
must be so referred to the latter office for the 


appropriate liaison and action. 

. 0 ..' No restrictions are placed upon the liaison 
contacts effcoted by Assistant Directors and staff 

Chiefs or their deputies within their own fields 
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as outlined in b above. 

d_» No restrictions arc plaoed upon liaison by 


members of ICAPS with the particular departments

Confirmation by CIG Branch 
Chiefs, in writing, sta-tiug name of person, purpose 
of oontaot and the agency office or person to whom 
suoh oontact is authorized will be required for all

These operational 
contacts are nof considered formal liaison, and per¬ 
sonnel so engaged are not authorized to make commit¬ 
ments on behalf of CIG regarding policies, programs 
or projects. 

1. . Assistant Directors will make monthly reports 
to ICAPS•on. the first of each month of the names and 
•duties of persons in their offices and branches en¬ 
gaged in continuing operational oontaot with each 
agency to show purpose of oontaot and with whet 
particular offioe or person. 

j.. Nothing in this memorandum is intended to 
restrict the liaison or contact approaches to CIG 
origins ting in. an agency . . In such cases, CIG per¬ 
sonnels Should , when appropriate and practicable,
